The shell of an egg breaks in hot 
water for the same reason that a 
fruit jar breaks; and, to be sure 
that eggs will not crack, it is a 
good plan to pour a little warm 
water over them before putting 
them into hot water, ■ 

A poached egg if rightly prepar¬ 
ed, is ■; delicate and digestible. 
Have ready a shallow pan nearly 
fiill of boiling salted water’. Muffin 
rings set in the water will tend to 
keep the eggs in shape. Break an 
egg carefully in order to keep the 
yolk whole, but, if this is broken, 
set the egg aside for some other 
use. Put the egg into the ring, 
and dip the hot water over the 
egg with a spoon until a film forms 
over the yolk ; let it cook about 
two minutes. Although the wafer 
was at the boiling point when the 
egg was put in, set the pan back at 
once where the temperature will 
be lowered. Do not cook a poach¬ 
ed egg until it is hard, but as 
quick as it is done take up on a 
skimmer, and serve hot. 

An appetizing way of serving 
eggs for an invalid, as well as for 
the family table, is to poach or 
drop them into water, as directed 
above. ® Having allowed a table¬ 
spoonful of raw rice to v each egg, 
boil it in salted water, drain and 
spread on the dish in which it is to 
be served.. Add a few bits of but¬ 
ter, and set it where it will keep 
warm wbii .6 the eggs are cooking 
The wrong way to fry an egg is 
to turn it into hissing hot fat, 
which throws the white into bub 
bles that toughen at once past the 
digestible stage. The yolk, also, 
is cooked too hard. 

k’he right way is to have the fat 
hot, turn in the egg, using a muffin 
ring if the shape is to be kept care¬ 
fully. Set the pan back whejre the 
heat is less, dip the fat over, and 
cook exactly as directed for a 
poached egg. An. egg should be 
fried “rare;” for ah egg fried hard 
is too heavy a load to offer to the 
strongest stomach.

Some Good Points in Egg Cookery. 
In cooking an egg the first thing 
to remember is that albumen In¬ 
comes indigestible if cooked at a 
high temperature. 

A cook of limited knowledge is 
sUre to claim wisdom enough to 
boil a potato or cook an egg, writes 
Mrs. A. E. Whitaker, in New Eng 
land Farmer. 

To boil an egg she plunges it in 
to boiling water, the shell cracks, 
and bubbles of albumen cook into 
hard white excresences on the out¬ 
side. She allows it to boil from 
two to five minutes, according to 
whether it has been ordered hard, 
or soft boiled. 4 NoW the white of 
an egg which is boiled two minutes 
in this way wilt be hard next 
to the shell, and perhaps en¬ 
tirely Uncooked next to the yolk 
Which is also perfectly taw* The 
five-minute egg will be firm, but 
waxy; and neither will bo cooked 
properly, and neither Will be digos 
tible OF fit fo set before an invalid. 

It is well to remembor that tem¬ 
perature is of more importance 
than time in cooking eggs. At 150 
degrees Farhenheit, albumen coag¬ 
ulates, swells, and becomes light 
and puffy* Long cooking at this 
temperature 'never makes the egg 
indigestible. In other Words, an 
egg choked in wafer just Under the 
boiling point Will be digestible, 
Whether the time of cooking he 
long or short. If doubtful wheth¬ 
er ail invalid can digest an egg, re¬ 
member that the yolk is more di 
gestiblo than the white. 

The best way to boll ah egg Soft 
is to pour boiling water Over it and 
set the dish back where the water 
’Will keep hot for eight or ten min¬ 
utes ; in tills way the albumon Will 
become soft jelly, and the yolk will 
also bo cooked. The egg will keep 
its Shape when turned from the 
shell. The same result is produc¬ 
ed by putting an egg into cold 
water ‘and allowing it barely to 
reach the boiling point j but it will 
require close watching, because if 
the egg boils even one minute, it

Paris on the Grand Trunk Rail- 
in way, December 10,1900, when a 
it bridge construction train consist¬ 
ing of a locomotive, a derrick car, 
, n a car an d a caboose broke 
3l through the Phoenix Hollow col¬ 
umn bridge, east of West Paris 
station, killing the fireman, Daniel 
D. Matheson and injuring the 
® engineer, Thomas O’Neal. 

Some changes has been made on 
the bridge by taking out the origi¬ 
nal cross bracing and lower flange 
j a °d putting in wind braces of 
angle iron from the posts to the 
upper flange. The derrick on the 
car reached to a p^int about one 
and one-half feet higher than the 
I lateral bracing of the top chords, 

, and the train being allowed to run 
farther onto the bridge than was 
intended, the derrick frame came 
■ in contact with Hie wind bracing 
and struts, drawing the trusses 
over and causing the bridge to 
break down, throwing the locomo- ! 
tive, derrick car and flat car into 
the river. ' 

The commissioners report that 1 
no one of the bridge company’s 
representatives had given any in- ^ 
structions as to the height of the * 
derrick and the train was run 0 
some sixty or seventy feet farther 1 
than was necessary to clear the 
switch Which fwas the reason of © 
their running onto the bridge.

This 
development ; has led to- the discovery 
r that the' hens~of-therfatherland for the 
last few years constantly have been 
[ growing derelict in duty in the impor¬ 
tant matter of laying eggs and that as 

* a consequence Germany not’ only is 
' threatened with an egg famine, but 

also that the ultimate result of the 
j present tendency of gallinaceous af¬ 
fairs Will be extinction unless some 5 
! thing is done to arrest" the forces of j 
i decay that have seized the German 
hen. Accordingly the kaiser’s agent, 
Count, von Luckier of Silesia, is now 
1 preparing an extensive- report of his 
1 observations of the American hen, par*, 
ticularly as to the^ diet and habits 
which he perceives to conduce to her 
remarkable fecundity. The count spent 
three of four months in' this country 
In the prosecution of his mission and 
only recently returned- to Germany. 
While here he traversed" extensively 
the farming regions of New York and 
New Jersey, whence the main portion 
of the egg and chicken supplies of the 
metropolis comes, and'also visited a 
farm in Ohio whose owner makes a 
specialty of “raising” eggs. It is said 
that his observations at this Ohio farm 
convinced Count von Luckier of the 
unquestionable superiority of the Amer¬ 
ican hen over her cackling but deca¬ 
dent sister in Germany as nothing else 
did that he saw in the United States. 

To give early demonstration of the 
truth of his contention the count car¬ 
ried back to the kaiser’s domains sev¬ 
eral scores of the finest specimens of 
American hens obtainable. He will 1 
cross the American breeds with the 
German stock in the confident expecta¬ 
tion of securing results that will prove | 
the correctness of his theory and at the 
same time be so entirely satisfactory to 
Emperor William that he will no lon¬ 
ger have cause to despair of his sol¬ 
diers and other faithful subjects being 
able to eat German instead of foreign 
eggs, which not only cost more, but are . 
not so enjoyable to the German palate. 

If Count von Luckler’s experiment is 
successful. It is expected that there 
Will be an immediate demand in Ger¬ 
many for American* hens, and by the 
process of wholesale crossing of-Amer¬ 
ican With the native fowl, It is believed, 
the kaiser before long can boast of hav- I 
ing in his realm that great desideratum, 
a perfect hen, one that does more lay- F 
Ing and less cackling.—New York-Trlb- 
une.

Vice* of Fowls, 

“Satfin finds some mischief still for 
Idle” hens “to do.” This fact is impress¬ 
ed on us as we notice that so many poul¬ 
try keepers have to write about this 
season each year, the hens having been 
confined closely for several months, to 
ask how to cure some vice which their 
fowls have acquired. We notice, too, 
that vices break out in very serious 
form in places where the hens get plen¬ 
ty of exercise in scratching for their 
grain. Scratching doesn’t furnish va¬ 
riety enough, and some hens are more 
disposed to certain vices than others. 
Some breeds, too, are more prone to 
vice than others, and it seems to de¬ 
pend mostly oh the disposition. We 
never bnd any trouble with Brahma 
or Cochin hens by egg eating, feather 
eating or picking the combs of the 
males. Still we think that under fa¬ 
voring conditions they would develop 
such viefes and have no doubt that they 
often do. They simply are more con¬ 
tented and less easily tempted than 
some of the Others.—Farm Poultry.

The Boys of ’61. 

Bethel, May 4,1901. 
This day, forty years ago, our 
lovely village was excited as never 
before in its history. 

Iu the early morn, carriages 
were seen coming in from every 
direction, in some cases, wives to 
bring their husbands, in others, 
mothers brought their only sons to 
offer them on the altar of liberty. 
At this time Fort Sumter had 
been fired upon, Fort MoultHe 
nearly demolished, and eleven of 
the slave states had seceded by 
acts of their State Legislatures, 
Who wonders that our town, our 
state, and our nation were stirred 
to the very depths? President 
i Lincoln he'd called for seventy-five 
I thonsand troops to defend the 
country, little dreaming that he 
would be obliged to call out tw 0 
millions during the next, four 
years. Maine’s quota had been re¬ 
cruited and consisted of about six 
hundred and fifty men or one reg¬ 
iment, which, encamped near the 
place now occupied by the Marine 
Hospital in Portland, Coi. N. J. 
Jackson of Lewiston commanding. 
Here let me say with pride, that 
five of our Bethel young men en¬ 
listed in the Norway Company in 
answer to this first call. One of 
that number 1 who bears the title of 
‘Major,” served the whole time, or 
nearly five years, and I feel cer¬ 
tain that he did not enlist for the 
compensation he might receive, 
but .from pure patriotism and he 
has never asked for any pension 
from the government although I 
persume it would readily be 
granted. 

The President’s call for “the 
hundred thousand more,” revealed 
to us the fact that we had a stub¬ 
born foe to encounter, that war 
was no play and that if the Union 
was to be preserved we must give 
our best and all we had if need be. 
April 26, I received recruiting 
papers from Gov. Israel Wash¬ 
burn through our honored repre¬ 
sentative, T. J. Kimball, and com¬ 
menced recruiting a company in 
the village post office. Seven or 
eight volunteered to sign the pa¬ 
pers at once: more were ready lo 
do so as soon as families at home 
were consulted. Six days later, 
the company of between sixty and 
seventy .men was . full. I at once 
notified the Governor that we 
were ready for organization. He 
immediately dispatched Col. Wm. 

P. Frye, now our honored Senator] 
who reached us on May 4, or forty 
years ago to-day, and we assembl¬ 
ed at what is known as Pattee’s 
Hall (it should be known as Liber¬ 
ty Hall) and before proceeding 
with business, a fervent prayer 
was offered by JRev. J. S. Wheel¬ 
wright lately deceased. The Com¬ 
pany was called to order by Col. 
Frye, who made a most telling 
speech in which he gave the boys 
much good counsel although quite 
young himself at that time* The 
| Officers were duly elected and we 
were ready for drill, to prepare us 
for duty at the front* 

During those anxious days oUr 
streets were alive with the rela¬ 
tives and friends of our soldier 
boys, and the hospitality of our 
loyal citizens was taxed to the ut¬ 
most and one good woman whose 
husband was what we called “a 
secesh*” accosted ffie to offer her 
house for the accommodation of 
any stranger who might need a 
place* I suggested that it might 
not be pleasant for her husband 
but she replied, “I ruu this house,” 
therefore, three were sent to her 
home lor lodging and food that 
night. 

In closing the reminiscences of 
that memorable day* let me say, 
that I honestly believe that, Out of 
those sixty or seventy men, not 
one enlisted for love of money or 
fame, but for pure love of a coun¬ 
try which was in peril, in fact, we 
did not know what pay, if any, we 
were to receive. 

Of the events that followed, your 
readers have been advised in pre¬ 
vious articles, but the memories of 
the 4th of May will linger 1 long in 
the hearts of the few who are left
